Tue literary public have paid great attention and 
felt unusual interest in the appeal taken by Mr. 
Thomas Nicholas against the injunction granted by 
Vice-Chancellor James restraining the publication 
ef the former’s work, “ The Pedigree of the English 
People.” Mr. Luke Owen Pike obtained the injunc- 
tion upon the ground that this work was a piracy 
of his “ English and their Origin; a Prologue to 
Authentic English History.” In a former letter I 
gave at length the respective allegations of plain- 
tiff and defendant. 1 need, therefore, do no more 
to-day then report the judgments delivered by 
the court. Mr. Nicholas and Mr. Pike both appear- 
ed in person to urge their several rights. 

The Lord Chancellor thought that the divisions 
of the subject which the plaintiff complained had 
been borrowed from his book were sketched out in 
the essay submitted for competition by the defen- 
dant, and that it appeared from the note B. that 
he had at that time arrived at the principle of the 
division. That the defendant had cited in the 
published volume one author after another which 
the plaintiff had previously cited proved nothing, 
for persons treating of the same subject would 
probably cite the same authorities, especially con- 
sidering that practically all the same passages were 
to be found in Dr. Pritchard’s work to which both 
had had recourse. 
fendant might have been led to look more minutely 
into Pritchard than he would have otherwise done 


in consequence of the plaintiff’s example, but if, 


he really did examine Pritchard for himself this 
would not constitute piracy. This, then, would 
dispose of mach which had impressed the vice- 
chancellor. In three cases, however, I think the 
defendant was indebted directly to the plaintiff. 
One was a quotation from Retzius, another related 
to the use to be made of the population abstracts 
to show whence the population of London is de- 
rived, and the third was an argument respecting the 
authority of Gildas. These cases of plagiarism, 


however, were not sufficient to support an injune- 
tion. On the whole I think the vice-chancellor | 
had not allowed enough importance to the cir- 
cumstance that the defendant and plaintiff had | 
necessarily a common plan and authorities.

to the defendant: “If you did not get these ma- 
terials from the plaintiff, whence did you get them?” 
might fairly be: ‘‘I got them from a common 
source with him.” But though the injunction 
could not be sustained, it was the defendant’s fault 
that the plaintiff had been put to a vast amount of 
needless labor in making out his case. If the 
defendant had originally frankly acknowledged his 
obligations to the plaintiff for putting him on the 
right track in reference to various points in his 
essay, no one could have blamed him for piracy in 
respect of the points of resemblance. His answer, 
which denied any debt to the plaintiff, was caleu- 
lated to mislead him. It was clear to the plaintiff 
that the defendant was indebted to him in the 
three cases already referred to, and the plaintiff 
was, therefore, properly entitled to regard him as a 
person who was not to be trusted in regard to any 
assertion. The bill would, therefore, be simply 
dismissed withont cost. 

Lord Justice Giffard said: The plaintiff had un- 
dertaken a more formidable course than had ever 
been pursued in any previous copyright case, see- 
ing that both he and the defendant started with 
the view of going over one common field, and with 
the object of arriving at one common conclusion. 
Most of the platform divisions had been taken from 
Dr. Pritchard’s work, and they were, therefore, 
both necessarily in the same groove. Accordingly, 
there would naturally be a use to some extent of 
the same materials. I can find only two caseé— 
namely, the reference to Gildas, and the population 
of London—in which the defendant had directly 
taken from the plaintiff. Considering that the de- 
fendant had certainly spent labor on the manu- 
script and had pursued a certain amount of research, 
the amount borrowed was not sufficient ground for 
an injunction. On the other hand, there were 45- 
sertions in the defendant’s answer which were not 
ingenuous, and which were even in some respects 
wholly untrue. Iam rejoiced that the court is 
able to mark its reprobation of such conduct by not 
giving the defendant, though successful, his costs. 
I trust this will be a lesson to the defendant to act 
in future more frankly.

latter with an immovable face; the first has his 
whole person animated with the restless activity of 
a squirrel, the last has the phlegmatic gravity of a 
fakir. The former is M. Henri Meilhac, the latter 
is M. Ludovic Halevy. To an ordinary observer 
M. Meilhac seems an indifferent person. His phy- 
siognomy lacks expression, his features seem thrown 
on it at hap-hazard. But take care, there is a ras- 
cally petulant, concentrated, strange little eye, 
which reveals all the author’s astuteness. This 
astuteness has a thoroughly personal character. 
M. Meilhac is assuredly the most completely 1869 
man there is in France. Roqueplan invented for 
his last volume an essence he called la Parisine. 
It was in this essence M. Meilhac was steeped at 
his birth as Achilles was steeped in the waters of 
the Styx. His heel, I mean M. Meilhac’s vulnera- 
ble point, is too great a weakness for the Offenbach 
extravaganza. It is impossible to measure the 
height such talents might have attained had they 
not paused to rhyme couplets on General Boum. 
M. Meilhac, who began life as a caricaturist, has 
always retained something of the petty newspaper 
writers in his style. This is a great compliment I 
pay him, and not a reproach, for it is in the petty 
newspapers the sincere and original echo of modern 
life vibrates ; it is in them the diapason of contem- 
porary comedy must be sought. M. Ludovic Halevy 
is more self-concentrated. Pale in his black beard 
and hair, he recently suggested to a comic actor of 
the Varieties Theatre this Indicrons definition: 
‘He looks like a cream cheese in a bear-skin cap.’ 
This does not prevent M. Halevy’s head from being 
marked with a very decided individuality. A will 
mistress of itself is visible there. 'Tis he evidently 
who, in the literary copartnership, contributes co- 
ordination and the spirit of method. M. Meilhac 
alone would bolt forward without a plan. M. Ha- 
levy, who has great theatrical tact, brings order out 
of this disorder, and directs the strategy with in- 
contestable skill.”

Do 
not imagine, my dear sir, the trip to Italy fatigued 
me. It gave me nothing but pleasure. M. Paulin 
Talabot (President of the Paris and Marseilles 
railway) carried me there admirably; and there I 
found in Italian society so much tender and charm- 
ing attention, the journey will forever remain in my 
memory, like the souvenir of an Eden-like festival.” 
This letter betrays his mental derangement; in his 
saner days he was far from boasting: and it is— 
shall I say painful, or is not such oblivious dull- 
ness blessed?—as showing his forgetfulness and 
want of perception of the distressing malady which 
befell him in Italy. As soon as his mind became 
calmer he was brought to his residence in one of 
the suburban villages, where he vegetated with 
fitful crepuscular gleams of reason, until death 
stilled even the brain’s feverish vagaries. 

M. Fernand Desnoyers’s friends insist that he did 
not give the full measure of his talents before he 
died. It was his own fault, then, for his life was 
singularly disjointed. Instead of working, he was 
idle; his delight was to stroll down the banks of 
the Seine, and to wander in the woods of Meudon 
and St. Cloud. Maybe this mode of life best suited 
with his intellectual exertion ; perhaps the rivulet 
of poetry was so shallow and narrow its drops could 
be gathered only one by one; and his mind was so 
pliant impressions made on it by other, and espe- 
cially superior minds, were so deep as to destroy 
its own individuality. There are such minds. 
One of his friends received with the funeral ticket 
this note in the handwriting of the deceased, writ- 
ten by him, and ordered to be put in the post-office 
as soon as he saw himself dying: “‘My dear Duch- 
esne, if you still remember Fernand Desnoyers, I 
would say to you he begs you from the bottom of 
his retreat (de profundis) to publish a notice of the 
little book which accompanies this. I earnestly 
recommend it to you. It is written with great care. 
Wholly yours, Ex-Fernanp Desnoyers. I write 
my name this way, being no more.” | 

I read the other day some bibliographical notes 
about M. Claude Bernard, the eminent physiologist, 
which are worth translating. He was born at St. 
Julien, a small village near Villefranche, Rhone 
County, to which, unlike most Frenchmen (they | 
are absolutely indifferent to their birth-place; M. 
Sainte-Beuve never once revisited his, although it 
is only a few hours from Paris ; M. Théophile Gautier | 
once revisited his native town, and remained there 
forty-eight hours), he is devotedly attached. He 
has added to the patch of vineyard his parents 
possessed, and now possesses quite a large vineyard. | 
He regularly goes there to superintend the vintage, | 
and remains there until he has sold his wine. He! 
retains the friendship of his old playfellows and | 
his parents’ contemporaries, and delights to grasp | 
their hard hands when they greet him with ‘‘Good | 
day, Bernard, how art thou?’? To which he replies: 


“ Thank, thee, Frisé, and thou?” You know thou is} 


used here only between intimate friends. M. Ber- 
nard’s parents were extremely poor. His mother 
used to carry eggs to Villefranche to sell from door 
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to door. She determined to give him a good edu- 
cation, and when he completed his studies she 
expressed a desire to see him enter a dry-goods’ 
shop. His good fortune, however, led him into 
an apothecary’s shop. He became infatuated with 
chemistry, made rapid progress in it, had his 
attention tarned to physiology, studied under Ma. 
gendie, who took a fancy to him and pushed him 
up with all his influence. Two or three years ago 
M. Claude Bernard fell ill at St. Julien, and was 
confined to his bed for six months. His wife, who 
after her first visit positively refused to return to 
“that horrible hole,” did not go to see him once 
during his long illness. He deeply felt this exhi- 
bition of indifference, and it is said to have been 
the last, the decisive wrong which led him to bring 
suit for divorce. Two children, daughters, issued 
from this marriage. You know he is now a mem- 
ber of the Academy of Sciences and of the French 
Academy, a senator, a professor at the College of 
France and at the Garden of Plants, all of which 
places yield him an income of some $10,000 gold 
annually.

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alteration in the duties on foreign books. The 
following are the rates proposed to be levied, in 
lieu of the present ad valorem duties :— 

On all books printed and manufactured prior to 
the year 1850, five cents per pound : Provided, that 
no more than five copies of any book shall be im- 
jorted in any one invoice. 

On all bibles and testaments, the value of which 
is less than fitty cents each, ten cents per pound. 

On all books in foreign or dead languages, of 
which no editions are printed in the United States, 
five cents per pound. 

On all books in the English language—bound, 
stitched, or in sheets—printed since the year 1849, 
and on all printed matter not otherwise herein 
provided for, twenty-five cents per pound. 

On magazines, periodicals, illustrated newspa- 
pers, and newspapers, except as lawfully trans- 
mitted by mail, fitteen cents per pound. 

On music, no alteration; twenty-five per cent. 
ad valorem. 

On electrotype and stereotype plates of every 
description, thirty-five cents per pound. 
On printing papers, no alteration; 

cent. ad valorem. 

On writing and all other paper, and manufac- 
tures of paper, no alteration; thirty-five per cent. 
ad valorem,

We have received the first number of the Bulle 
tin of the New York Genealogical and Biographical 
Society, giving a history of the Society, and de- 
scription of its late proceedings, with some other 
matters of interest connected with this very inter 
esting society.

brary, Oxford, by the well-known editor of Early 
English texts, the Rev. Walter W. Skeat. The 
fragment is without beginning or end, but it de- 
scribes chiefly the wondrous shield prepared by 
Evalash or Mordreins (Slow-of-Belief) for his de- 
scendant Sir Galahad. Its position in the romance 
is easily ascertained by reference to Lonelich’s 
translation of Robert of Borron’s French Romance, 
edited for the Roxburghe Club by Mr. Furnivall.

Arnopos of the young Dowager Marchioness of

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One of the most remarkable annual publications 
in England is the “ London Post-Office Directory,” 
published by Messrs. Kelly. The first volume, 4 
hundred years ago, was a small l6mo. The new 
issue, for 1870, consists of 2364 pages, large octavo, 
besides 500 pages of advertisements. It is di- 
vided into thirteen different departments, each a 
directory in itself: namely, the Street, Commercial, 
Trades, Parliamentary, Legal, Clerical, Postal, Bank- 
ing, Conveyance, Court, Official, and Assurance de- 
partments. <A careful critic, who devoted some 
time to his examination of this massive volume, 
which deals with a metropolis containing about 
3,000,000 inhabitants, reports that in the “Com- 
mercial” department the family of Brown or 
Browne reaches about 800; that the Joneses ap- 
pears to be a little in excess even of that number; 
while the Smiths, Siwyths, and Smythes muster, at 
least, 1600 strong. ‘Lhere are at least 450 Whites 
and about 350 Greens to only 24 Blacks and 21 
Greys, though the other variety of that color can 
produce a roll of about 100 names. The “ Knights” 
and the “ Days’ oceupy a little under two columns 
each ; and the Johnsons, Johnstons, and Johnstones, 
together a little over six columns ; there are nearly 
four columns of Robertses, four columns of Robin- 
sons, and nearly five more of Thompsons and Thom- 
sons; the Turners occupy nearly four columns, the 
Wards upwards of three, and the Woods another 
four. What is almost more surprising, perhaps, is 
that the list of names in letter Z reaches a column; 
but these are nearly all foreigners. In the “ Court” 
Directory, of course, these proportions are not kept 
up in a corresponding degree, though even there 
can be detected the presence of six columns of 
Smiths—in other words, a total of 6U0.

Tue collected works of the Rev. John Angell 
James, formerly a popular preacher in Birming- 
ham, England, occupy seventeen volumes, post

Tuomas Moore’s translation of the “ Odes of Ana- 
creon” into English verse has been republished, 
with fifty-four illustrative designs by Gerodet de 
Roussy, now first produced in England. 

A yew “ Handbook of the Administration of 
Great Britain during the Nineteenth Century,” by 
I, C. Carr, barrister-at-law, will probably supply 
a great want. 

A yew volume (the fifth) of John Leech’s “ Pic- 
tures of Life and Character from the Collection of 
‘Mr. Punch,’ ’’ has just been published. It is the 
last of the productions of Leech’s fertile pencil 
which will appear, at all events, in this shape. 

A new critical and analytical edition of “ Burns’ 
Life and Works,” by the Rev. Dr. P. Horteley 
Waddell, has been published iu Glasgow. It is 
illustrated by upwards of thirty engravings, fac- 
similes, and wood-cuts ; contains upwards of sixty 
original documents, letters, or poems; with an im- 
mense amount of original biographical anecdote 
and memoranda hitherto unknown; and has been 
pronounced by the press universally the best, full- 
est, and most perfect edition of Bobert Burns ever 
published. The price (thirty shillings) is rather 
high.

Tur GrApnotyPr.—It may not be generally known 
that the ingenious substitute for engraving on wood, 
which is coming extensively into use in England and 
elsewhere for purposes of illustration, is really a0 
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American invention, that of Mr. De Witt Clinton | 
Hitchcock. The process by which the desired re- 
sult is accomplished is as simple as it is ingenious, 
An artificial tablet of smooth chalk is obtained by 
reducing the finest French chalk to powder, and 
mixing it with water to the consistency of cream, 
separating the parts that precipitate, and repeating 
the operation several times, so as to obtain an im- 
palpable powder, capable of forming by compres- 
sion a Smooth, uniform substance. Sometimes the 
chalk is simply passed through a sieve of one hun- 
dred meshes to the square inch. The chalk thus 
obtained is spread evenly in a pretty thick layer 
upon asmooth plate of zine, over which a flat plate 
of highly polished steel is placed, so that the chalk 
rests between two plates, and the whole subjected 
to a hydraulic pressure of 150 tons, which pro- 
duces upon the chalk which remains attached to 
the zinc a hard, polished surface, likeivory. This 
is to be coated with a washof strong size, and when 
dry the drawing is made upon it, in lines, like those 
of a wood-cut. Sable-hair brushes of different 
sizes, and an ink composed principally of glue and 
lampblack, with a little glycerine. An ink of borax, 
shellac, and lampblack is also suggested, After 
the drawing is made, the plate is subjected to the 
action of a rapidly rotating brush, which soon re- 
moves all the chalk between the ink lines, leaving 
these in relief. The surface is then coated with 
silicate of potash or soluble glass, which hardens 
it, and a mould taken in the ordinary manner, from 
which an electrotype or stereotype block is made, 
whichis used to print from as froma wood-cut. For 
some purposes of illustration this process answers 
admirably, and the result is obtained with very 
great readiness and at a trifling cost. Impressions 
have been taken within three hours after the com- 
pletion of the drawing in chalk.

Gen. John A. Dix, A. A. Low, Marshall O. Roberts, | 
A. T. Stewart,and A. P. Stokes. Such an institu- 
tion would have not only a local but a general in- 
fluence, like the Kensington and Berlin Museums. 
Une of the chief movers in this undertaking is Mr. 
GP. Putnam, Chairman of the Union League Club 
Art Committee. 


Ir may be remembered that a short time since, 
We quoted an article from the pen of Mr. Putnam, | 
Which appeared in “Putnam’s Magazine” for Novem- 
ber last, under the title of Copyright Courtesies, in 
Which the writer complained of a New York pub- | 
lishing house having re-published a novel, ‘ The 
Countess Gisela,” for which he had paid the author 
for early sheets. Mr. E. Steiger, referring to this 
article, published a reply in his ‘ Monatsbericht” 
of which the following is a translation: ‘* The case, 
48 stated, merely shows how absurd it is ever to 
obtain from foreign authors the ‘right’ to prepare | 
4 translation of a work in America. If it is the! 
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object in making such a payment to trumpet in all 
the newspapers, how nobly this or that publisher 
had acted, it serves its purpose any way. But who- 
ever thinks he can secure a ‘right,’ only shows to 
his disadvantage and discredit, that he is ignorant 
of the laws according to which he and every one 
else who lives in the Union and under her laws, 
has already an unconditional right to translate or re- 
print any hook of any foreign author. (See Steiger’s 
Lit rarisches Monatsberit ht, Bis Z.. pp- 19 and 20.) By 
means of an indemnity to the author, the object 
shouid be merely to secure the advantage of being 
able to reprint or translate sooner than a rival—in 
case a copy of the MS. is sent to the American pub- 
lisher for this purpose five or ten weeks before the 
original edition is published in Germany. It is of 
little or no value to have a shorter start than this; 
and the advantage of having ‘ advance sheets’ sent 
a week or two before the work is issued abroad is 
insignificant. The authorization of the foreign au- 
thor is, under present legal conditions, of no effect 
under any circumstances before the law. 

Perhaps no one in America will be hereafter so 
simple as to spend his good money in this fruitless 
manner. But when will authors and publishers in 
Europe, and in America as well, finally make them- 
selves acquainted with the easily understood pub- 
lishing laws of the United States, instead of making 
blunders and then raising an outcry against pub- 
lishers for doing what they had a right to do, and 
lamenting over a law which is nevertheless wise ? 

There is no question whatever, that Congress, in 
its next session, will be again petitioned, in the in- 
terests of American and foreign authors and pub- 
lishers, to take initial steps for an international 
copyright treaty with the European States. But the 
people’s representatives at Washington will take 
care not to take any legislative steps that are di- 
rectly opposed to the interests of the great mass of 
their constituents. 

There must, in the nature of things, many years 
elapse before circumstances can so shape themselves 
that the disadvantages to the American people of 
such atreaty with England, will be counterbalanced 
by its advantages to American authors. 

And when this peint of time finally does arrive, 
does any man believe that then a similar treaty with 
lrance and Germany will be likewise called for? 
By no means! Who is going to forget that Ameri- 
cans have not the reputation of allowing themselves 
to be overreached by foreigners ? 

And, in conclusion, what is the lesson for German 
authors and publishers ? That America may become 
an excellent market for them if they will only con- 
form to circumstances as they actually are.”

It is 
written on a subject just now rather fashionable— 
the relation of science and religion—a subject which 
affords a fine field to the half-informed, that is, t0 
scientists who are not thevlogians, and to theolo- 
gians who are only smatterers in science. There 18 
in these lectures an ostentatiously formal division 
of the subject, and considerable wordiness and rhet 
oric of statement, but we really fail to see how the 
author has advanced the great argument, much

The Life and Letters of Frederick William Fa 
D.D., Priest of the Oratory of St. Philip x ’ 
By John Edward Bowden, of the same congrega- 
tion; with an Introduction by an American 
Clergyman. pp. xxiv., 487.

This work is not only interesting as a biography, 
but as Faber was, in many respects, a representa- 
tive man, it will throw a flood of light on the his- 
tory of modern religious thought in England.

Newman 
has spoken in his “ Apologia,” and in these letters 
the Vindication which Faber would offer is to be 
found. He was undoubtedly a man of rare moral 
and mental cifts. Archbishop Manning said: “I 
knew him as a boy; we were at the University to- 
gether, and even then I was astonished at the won- 
derful gifts which we have all seen developed 
Since; | will not speak of his natural gifts, 
although for the cift of intellect, for beauty of 
mind, and eloquence of speech he stands almost 
Uhequalled ; these gifts are small compared to the 
supernatural graces bestowé@d on him; he was a 
great priest.”

Mr. Noyes has written an important chapter in 
he history of social development and experiment 
He tells us that he has had un- 
usual advantages for observing the socialistic 
movements, and especial good fortune in obtain- 


ing collections of observations made by others. 


His professed object is mainly the collection of 


facts; his interpretations and generalizations in 
connection therewith are secondary and not inten- 
tionally dogmatic. 
facts, and he was fortunate in obtaining possession 
of the results of the investigations of a Mr. McDon- 
ald, an industrious pioneer in the same field of in- 
quiry. The Associations, whose history Mr. Noyes 
notes, are divided by him into two general groups, 
those of the Owen movement, and those of the 
Fourier movement. The experiments in com- 
munism, belonging to the first movement, began 
when Robert Owen came to this country, in 1824. 
Those of the second movement commenced when 
Fourierism was introduced among us by Albert 
Brisbane and Horace Greeley, in 1842. 
recorded eleven of the Owen experiments and 
thirty-four Fourierite experiments. 
general conclusion is that the non-religious party 
has tried Association under the lead of Owen and 
failed; that the semi-religious party has tried it 
under the lead of Fourier and failed ; 
now remains for the thoroughly religious party to 
‘try it. “The best outlook,’’ he says, “is in the 
direction of the local churches ; these are scattered 
everywhere, and under a powerful afflatus might 
easily be converted into Communities.”’

The author is said to be Instructor in the Depart- 
ment of Physical Culture at Yale College, and the 
first and second parts of the book are devoted to 
that subject, the practice being mainly based on Dr. 
Dio Lewis’ system of Light or Musical Gymnas- 
tics. The third and fourth parts of the volume 
embrace a little of everything, including essays, 
scraps, facts, prose and poetry, in all manner of 
subjects, tapering off with a general collection of 
the proverbs of all nations. The Professor is 
earnest and enthusiastic on his favorite subject, 
and has a very good opinion of the merits of him- 
self and his book, but rather lax notions of intel- 
lectual property. Thus he tells us that for much 
that is contained in the latter half of the volume 
he is indebted to others, whose name is “ legion,’’ 
so that he cannot give them the credit due. He 
therefore concludes to drop quotation marks, and to 
abridge and alter his borrowed thoughts at pleasure, 
professing that he is “ willing to be called a pla- 
giarist,”” and believing that nobody “in reading, 
troubles himself to know where the idea originated.” 
If it be true, as our author gravely informs us, that 
“in a well-conducted gymnasium there is nothing 
unfavorable to religion and good morals, to piety, 
purity, or charity,’’ surely the gymnast ought not 
to ignore the distinction of mine and thine, when he 
comes to deal with ideas instead of bean-bags.

Mr. Saunders, the author, tells us that it is the 


design of this volume “to present, in the most com- 
pact form, the essence of all that is most interesting 
in anecdote and historic illustration, referring to 
the sacred poetry, and hymnology of the Christian 
ages.” This is not alone in the style of hard dry 
scholarship, but in a genial, sympathetic, and at 
times elevated style, as if the writer himself felt 
the inspiration of the sacred muse. The method 
pursued is the chronological. After about fifty 
pages devoted to Biblical, Greek, and early Latin 
hymns, we are brought to the German department 
at the era of the Reformation and of the Thirty 
Years’ War, with notices of Swedish, French, Span- 
ish, and other continental contributions. The re- 
mainder of the volume, more than one-half of it, is 
occupied with English hymns, beginning with the 
times of Chaucer and Spenser, and coming down to 
a quite recent date. While Mr. Saunders’ work 
will not impart much new literary or critical in- 
formation to those who have made a special study 
of hyimnology, it is nevertheless one which, by its 
brilliant style, will be especially pleasing to the 
general reader. We are glad to note that there is 
an index of names, and we may add that Mr. Ran- 
dolph, himself a tasteful cultivator as well as an 
encourager of sacred poetry, has issued the volume 
in a neat style of typography, and on excellent 
paper.
